Hon. 
George B. Fall, chairman of the 


Massachusetts House Commute* on Con- 
stitutional Amendments, in debate upon 
Woman Suffrage, In tbe House said in 
part: 
"Woman touches the government in 


her work at every point; the draw* checks; 
she signs contracts, she gives money to 
found institutions where- poor and sick 
men are supported, who in turn recom- 
pense her by refusing to allow her the 
franchise. 
She goes into ja)l the enter- 


prises where a government goes, and sup- 
ports tbe laws of the land which refuse to 
recognize her moral right to vote. Shu 
stands here today In this temple of justice, 
dumb, a mute petitioner, arming thnt the 
right which is hers by all the conditions 
of moral right should bo enlarged into 
legal right. It is no answer to say that 
because gome women do not want to vote 
those women who do want to vote'should 
have the privilege of voting refused to 
them. Society bos placed woman in such 
a relation to government that manhood 
suffrage having been granted, womanhood 
suffrage becomes already a moral right, 
and being such it must triumph. 


The right to vote has always been held 


to be the most sacred right that a citizen : 
of the United States could possess. A Ro- 
man citizen would do anything, dare any- 
thing, suffer anything, rather than have 
the right to vote taken from him; ho pre- 
ferred to allow infamy to settle over him. 
Infamy might be endured, but the loss of 
suffrage was infinitely worse. 


We have tried to honor certain great 


men, and in order to honor them we have 
cut their names in the panels In a circle 
above this hall; you can see them there 
above us. There ore the names of Henry 
W. Longfellow, John G. Whittler, Abra- 
ham Lincoln, Charles Sumner, Henry Wil- 
son, Wendall Phillips, William Lloyd Gar- 
rison, Dr. Howe,—every one of these man 
believed in suffrage or women. Tho first 
man in the American nation to declare 
himself for woman surffage was Abraham 
Lincoln In 1836, when he issued his fam- 
ous 3eclarat!on to the people of'Sangamon 
county, Illinois. 
We delight to honor 


them more than by doing what they would 
like to have us do if they wore here? Mr. 
Speaker, this question will soon have a 
successful issue.

Several newspapers have given publicity 


to the rumor that there is a move on foot 
to consolidate the Doylestown Republican 
and the Intelligencer. As neither paper 
'has seen fit to deny or acknowledge the 
truth of the report it is not likely that the 
deal is very Jar under way. That there is 
svffan talk suggests some interesting facts 
concerning the history of the newspapres 
of Doylestown. Years ago, in days of the 
old weeklies, which received $2.50 a year 
from subscribers, it was said upon very 
good authority that the owners of the 
two leading papers, Hanry T. Darilngton, 
of the Intelligencer, and General Davis, 
of the Democrat, used to clear about $5,000 
annually on ther plants. This meant a 
profit of $10,000 to both publshers. 
As- 


suming that it cost them together $80,000 
to publish the papers it will be seen that 
with three new dalles in the field, the ex- 
pense of getting out the papers has in^ 
creased tremendously while there has not 
been a corresponding increase in the num- 
ber of newspaper readers. 'The latter have I 
increased some, but so have rival papers, J 
little weeklies springing up all over the 
county. Morpver the price of the old 
weeklies has been reduced t* $1 per year 
as against the old price of $2.50. There- 
fore .it would be a profitable investment 
for a man to purchase the two papers' now 
rumored to be on tfts eve of consolidation 
and publish them as a weekly at the old 
price. The best investment in the way of 
a weekly paper in Doylestown at present 
is the Democrat, now 'published as daily 
and weekly. The Democrat does not have 
the same opposition as the other papers 
and almost as many readers in its party. 
Therefore if pushed as a live Democratic 
weekly, and with opportunity to get much 
of its news from the daily papers, the old 
Democrat would once more become a pro- 
fitable paper. 
As the situation now is *H 


these papers are running .under great - ex- 
pense, which compels them to look after 
receipts and expenditures closely if ttuay 
wish to keep in the race, whereas the old 
publishers jogged along at an easy pace 
with far more pleasure and profit.

Fire broke ont in the one and-one-half 


story frame house belonging to Thomas 
Bell on-Mill street at about 3.30 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon last, completely burn- 
ing it to the: ground, and for a time 
threatening to destroy the house adjoin- 
ing which is occupied by Mr. Bell and his 
family. The only thing that saved it 
was partly for the fact that the wind, 
which was blowing a heavy gale, was in 
the opposite direction. The fire was first 
discovered by some persons passing the 
bouse at the time, who at once sent in an 
alarm to the local fire department, which 
quickly responded, both the Keystone Hose 
Company and the Washington Hook and 
Ladder Companies turning ont. Before 
the companies arrived helping hands had 
taken out the furniture and put it in 
place of safety. When the firemen ar- 
rived it was seen at once that they hadnot 
sufficient hose to be of service as there are 
no litre plugs near the burned house so 
they rendered what aid they could- with 
the use of buckets of water which thi 
threw on the adjoining bouse, as they saw 
it would be useless to try to gave the burn- 
ing nuilding which was used as a cooking 
and storage .place by Mr. Bell and fomly.

FACTS ABOUT TBM BKCALMO IT THE MATH 


or QIM. crauAMor HAIBUON. 
On Jan. 1, 1862, there were living five 


ex-Preeidenti of the United States—Van 
Buren, Tyler, Fillmore, Pierce and Buch- 
anan. Now the death of Benjamin Harri- 
son leaves only one ex-President—Grover 
Cleveland. Gen. Harrison spent 
just 


eight years as an ex-President. 


When John Qnlncy Adanie retired from 


the Presidency after serving as Senator, 
Minister to England and Secretary of 
State, it was suggested that he become a 
member of the House of Representative*. 
He replied that to be chosen a Selectman 
by the vote of the people would be an hon- 
or; and for sixteen years, until the time 
of bis death, he represented his district in' 
Congress. He died with the harness on 
bis back, for bis fatal illness attacked 
him as he arose in the House to Address 
the Speaker. 


Andrew Johnson was elected a Senator 


from Tennessee some lime after the end 
of his Presidential term, but he lived to 
serve only a few days of the special ses- 
sion of the Senate. 


Most of the Presidents have retired to 


lives of comparative idleness. 
George 


Washington led the life of a country gen- 
tleman on his estate at Mount Vernon. 
He gave a certain amount of time to the 
reorganization of the army when war with 
France threatened, but he contented him- 
self with the management of, bis planta- 
tion and the simple amusements ot a 
country life. 


Martin Van Buren retired to his conn- 


try seat in Columbia county, N. T., and 
became almost a hermit. 
There have 


been several instances like bis. The most 
recent was Chester A. Arthur who, like 
VanBuren, was disappointed at hie failure 
to achieve a re-election and secluded him- 
self from all but his intimate friends. 


Buchanan was a recluse for seven years 


after his return to private life. 
He had 


been much abused toward the close of his 
term and he Bought the quiet of absolute 
retirement as soon BB he returned to his 
home in Lancaster, Pa. 
Pierce lived 


eighteen years as ex-President. His home 
was in New Hampshire, but he was a 
Southern sympathizer during the war and 
so much out of sympathy with his neigh- 
bors that he spent many of his later years 
in travel abroad. 


John Adams via* the first hermit ex- 


President. He was twenty-five years an 
ex-President, but he was so disappointed 
(it his defeat for re-election that he se- 
cluded himself for a quarter of a century, 
compiling historic records, and he came 
out of his hole only once, when in 1820 
he acted as delegate to a State convention. 
The fact that he retired did not mean that 
he did not take an active interest in public 
affairs. 


Van Buren yearned for another term, 


but could not present himself to the people 
of his party, because he was opposed to 
the annexation of Texas. From his se- 
clusion he wrote letters which resulted in 
his nomination for President in 1818 on 
a Free Soil ticket, but he received no elec- 
toral votes. 


Rutherford B. Hayes took no active part 


in public affairs after His retirement, but 
he had been so severely criticised that it 
would have taken more than a lifetime 
to vindicate his record and make him again 
a Presidential possibility. 


John Tyler was one of the active ex- 


Presidents. Like Washintgon, he pursued' 
the life of a country gentleman; but he 
afterward became very much interested in 
the doctrine of secession and took an ac- 
tive part in all the events which led up 
to the Civil War. 


Fillmore lived twenty-otfe years after 


his retirement. He was nominated to suc- 
ceed himself by the American party, but 
was not elected. He travelled a great <tea 
abroad and took a great interest in publii 
affairs. 


Thomas Jefferson devoted himself ti 


educational interests and founded the 
University of Virginia after his retiremen 
from the Presidepcy. 
He personally sn 


perintended the erection of the University 
buildings. 


Monroe had hie own ideas on the sub 


ject of the occupation of ex-Presidents 
He held that "an ex-President should no 
be.a party leader." He was a local Mag 
istrate for a time and was a delegate to 
a constitutional convention. He 
livec 


only seven years after his term ended. 


Gen. Grant was the greatest traveler i: 


the list of ex-Presidents. His trip around 
the.globe has been described in two large 
volumes and it is a matter of familiar 
history. Gen. Grant did not take any 
part in business or public' affairs, but he 
was the silent partner in the firm of Grant 
A Ward, and his later days were embit- 
tered by his experiences in Wall street. 
Everyone knows that his famous book was 
written while he was on his deathbed to 
provide a living for his family after his 
death. 


Grover Cleveland since the close of his 


second term has delivered some lectures 
at Princeton and furnished some auto- 
biographical contributions to periodicals, 
but this has been a matter of courtesy and 
not of business. 
• 


Gen. Harrison was the first ex-President 


to die of pneumonia, although George 
Washington was killed by a cold and so 
was Harrison's 
grandfather, 
William 


Henry Harrison. Washington's cold de 
veloped into laryngitis and the other Har- 
rison's into pleurisy. John Adams died of 
senile debility. He expired at Qnincy, 
Mass. Thomas Jefferson's death occurred 
a few hours before that of Adams and 
singularly enough both died on the 4th of 
July. 


James Madison at 85 died of old age. 


Adams had lived to be 91. 
Monroe died 


of general debility, thouglrhe was only 73. 
The second Adams was stricken with par- 
alysis in the hall of the House (now Stat- 
uary Hall) and died in the rotunda of the 
Capitol. His body was taken to Quincy. 


Andrew Jackson died of consumption 


and dropsy at the age of 78 and was buried 
on his estate, the Hermitage, near Nash- 
ville. Van Buren died of catarrh of the 
throat and lungs and was buried at Kin- 
derhook. He was the only President who 
died at his birthplace. 


Tyler died of a bilious attack and was 


buried at Richmond, Taylor wag stricken 
with cholera morbus after drinking a 
quantity, of iced water and iced milk and 
eating some cherries. Folk's death was 
caused by cholera. Polk was buried at 
Nashville and Taylor at Louisville. 


Fillmore died of paralysis and- was 


buried at his home in Buafflo. 
Pierce 


died of inflammation of the stomach and 
was buried at Concord. Buchanan's death 
wag due to rheumatism and gout. He lived 
to be 77 and wag buried near Lancaster. 


Andrew Johnson died of paralysis and 


was buried at Greenville. Grant died of 
cancer of the throat at Mount McGregor 
and his body lies in the magnificent tomb 
on Riverside Drive, New York. 
Hayes 


died on his farm in Ohio of paralysis of 
the heart and was buried at Fremont. 
Garfield, assassinated by Quiteau, was 
buried at Cleveland. Arthur died of apo- 
plexy and was burled at Albany.—N. Y. 
Sun.

caie. The people take note of this.

judges are busy; bat it Is'their duty to be 
bngy; they prefer it. They attend to many 
causes that never go to • jury. 
There i» 


a vast amount of equity business going on. 
To illustrate: The Reading railroad, which 
runs the Stoney Creek road; undertook to 
put a turn-style on Market street in this 
borough but our council, ever awake, es- 
pecially the street and highway committee, 
called a halt on the Reading by a bill in 
equity for an injunction and gat it and 
stopped the turn-table business in double- 
quick time. The judges get paid by the 
year and they expect to give their whole 
time to the office. 
They are fu tly compe- 


tent to transact**!! our county business, 
and they have obeyed frequent call* to 
hold court in other counties in the State. 
This is true of Judge Yerkes in Bucks; he 
holds court in other counties when re- 
quired so to do, and keeps big own busi- 
ness up to date all the the time. 
We 


.want no more judges, and certainly no 
separate Orphans' Court judge. He is not 
a full judge—he is a judge limited; he 
cannot assist the other judges, nor can 
they assist him. He would be no more 
use to us than a County Surveyor or a 
Canal Commissioner, which two offices 
have been abolished or discontinued, or 
have fallen into innocuous desuetude.

Talking of law, and of young men who 


have just made discovery of old laws, and 
new needs for more judges, reminds me of 
a "special" last Thursday to-a Philadelr 
phia paper from Media, entitled in large 
capitals, "Curious suit for damages based 
on an old English law." 
We have had old 


English law in force in Pennsylvania ever 
since the days of William Penn. 
I had 


a suit of the same nature under the Stat- 
ute of Marlb, in October 1867, for Samuel 
W. Shutt against John Dalton, farmer, 
and Peter Wells Moore, Constable, of 
Upper Merion township for excessive dis- 
tress, and recovered $225 damages. 
Rob- 


erts' Digest of British Statutes, in force 
in Pennsylvania, is our standard book of 
reference, in connection with Pepper * 
Lewis' Digest of the laws of Pennsylvania 
enacted by our State Legislature, and ac- 
companying notes. 


Landlords make frequent mistakes in 


levying before rent is fully due, or in mak- 
ing excessive distress for an amount that 
'in due. And every time landlords do {bis 
and Constables make excessive levy for a 
small debt due, they lay themselves open 
to an action for damages.

Speaking of judges, this question is get- 


ting backward to the period anterior to the 
Constitution of 1873. 
Then we had lay- 


men for associate judges because the law 
judge presided in two or more counties, 
ana of course could only reside in one. 
The associate judges were necessary to 
grant writs of Habeas Corpus and other 
process for relief in the absence of the 
law judge in another county, but the Con- 
stitution abolished these two associate 
judges in all counties where the county 
came a judicial district in and by itself— 
for in such a county, Bucks or Mont- 
gomery for instance, the judge, or judges, 
must reside where he or they preside. But 
associate judges, who only received about 
$500 a year, would be more useful to our 
present judges than a separate Orphans' 
Court judge, for the associate judges were 
taken from the body of the county and 
were well -acquainted with the people who 
were appointed as road jurors, guardians, 
hotel keepers, and their judement in equi- 
ty cases was valuable to t"he low judge. 
In the sale of Buckman vs. Phipps about 
the Spring Garden Mills in Bucks county 
and houses here the associate judges, sit- 
ting in equity, with the late Judge Smyser, 
decided in favor of Specific Performance 
of a Contract to exchange Real Estate, 
against the view entertained by Judge 
Smyser, and were sustained, on appeal, 
by the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania. 
We have the benefit now, under our pres- 
ent system in all the courts of two judges 
with years of experience to back them up, 
when if we should have a separate Orphans' 
Court and judge, we would have the weight 
and inexperience of one judge only. 
In 


any light we view it, a separate Orphans' 
Court will be-an expensive experiment.

After the 
reading and approval of the minutes of 
the last stated meeting and .the special 
meeting held last month the following 
communication from the Burgess was read 
by the Cler*:

Council: 
Gentlemen:—The condition of the b.ar- 


i ough finances as set forth by the state- 
ment of the Borough Treasurer for the fif- 
cal year ending February 28th, 1901, shows 
«- balance on hand of 18 cents. 


At the last regular meeting of Council 


held in March of this year bills aggrega- 
ting $1852.80 were received and ordered 
paid. This sum must be paid from the 
appropriations for the current year which 
are not available until July 1st next. 


Among the items for expenditure for 


last year we have, not including amount 
spent for materials and work on bridges, 
for streets and highways, $5655.89; for 
lighting streets $3889.83, making a total 
of $9546.22 for repairing and lighting tbe 
streets of the borough. This is nearly 
two-thirds of the amount collected from 
municipal taxes for use of the borough. 


Notwithstanding this seemingly large 


expenditure our streets cannot be said to 
be generally well lighted. 
Radcliffe, Dor- 


ranee and Mulberry streets, may be said 
to be well paved, while Mill, Pond, Buck- 
ley and parts of a few others are in fair 
condition. 
Tbe new work which was done upon 


Washington street last year while greatly 
improving that street is not up to the 
standard. 
> 
Otter street is in an especially bad con- 


dition being at some seasons of the year 
almost impassable. 


The sum expended for bridge repairs, 


$822.24, also seems large. 


The labors of the Street 
committee 


towards keeping our streets and alleys in 
a more presentable condition could be ma- 
terially lessened were the citizens general- 
ly more observant of the ordinances against 
throwing ashes, old paper and other rub- 
bish in said streets and alleys. This prac- 
tice on the part of residents could be pre- 
vented to a great extent were the police 
and Street Commissioner more vigilant. 


I am advised that the Corona Kid Com- 


pany contemplate making extensive addi- 
tions to their plant providing they can be 
assured of protection from fire by the ex- 
tension of the water main to their works 
ana the placing of a flre plug thereat. 


Aa these works are likely to become an 


important industrial establishment and 
will no doubt odd much to the weatlh an<* 
prosperity of our town, any reasonable re- 
quest of this company is worthy of your 
consideration. 


In view of the foregoing I respectfully 


make the following recommendations: 


1st. 
That no expense be incurred by 


the borough previous to the last day of 
February of any coming year that can not 
be paid from the appropriations for the 
fiscal year then just ended. 


2d. That no committee overdraw the 


amount appropriated for its use during 
(he year without specific permission from 
Council so to do, and that Council do not 
give such permission nnlesa nn unforseen 
emergency demands it. 


3d. 
That the committee having in 


charge bridge repairs and the purchase 
and hauling of materials for same, gne 
close supervision to such work while in 
progress and especialy to class of labor em- 
ployed thereon and charge made per diem 
per man. 


4th. 
That the Committee on Health, 


Sanatation and Poor co-operate with the 
local Board of Health in abating any nui- 
sance that may exist within the borough 
limits, also to prevent the throwing of 
ashes, garbage or other unsightly and un- 
heatlhful rubbish upon vacant lots and 
elsewhere within the borough. 


6th. 
That the police be instructed to 


promptly report any nuisance coming un- 
der their observation. 


6th. 
That a horse and cart be purchased 


for the use of the Street -Commissioner 
and said officer be compelled to earn his 


7th. That the request of the Corona Kid 


Company for an extension of the water 
main to their works and the placing of a 
fire plug thereat be complied with. 


8th. That such streets be repaired first 


as ore most in need thereof.

A Bit of Bucks County History. 


"Penn," in the Evening Bulletin, says, 


writing of the capture of Aguinaldo:— 


It has generally been the policy of this, 


country to deal in clemency with men 
who have been arraigned as traitors to 
the government. The spirit of the people 
has not usually been bloodthirsty on such 
occasions, while wise politicians know that 
when a traitor has a formidable or devoted 
following' behind him, the surest way to 
perpetuate both his memorjTand his cause 
among them is to condemn him to an ig- 
nominious death. The cause of the fact 
that Ireland has long been a mutinous 
troublesome branch of the British Empire 
is to be found not always in her wrongs so 
much as in the "deep-seated resentment 
which has been caused in the popular heart 
from one .generation to another in song 
and rhyme and story over the "martyrs" 
who have perished in the fierce reprisals 
of British justice. 


But this country has time and again 


suppressed uprisings and insurrections and 
rebellions against both State and Federal 
authority without setting up the scaffold. 
The Whisky Insurrection in Western Penn- 
sylvania, which was formidable enough to 
cause the Washington administration to 
send an army of 15,000 men across the 
State, was not followed by executions, the 
chief of the movement escaping, or being 
altowed to escape, in flight. At a time 
when obedience to the National Oonstitu- 
tiq'n has still to be impressed as a funda- 
mental obligation upon some Americans, 
there was another, although not so danger- 
ous pr powerful, a movement in Pennsyl- 
vania against the, Federal Government. 
This was the insurrection which young 
John Fries,of Bucks county, set up against , 
the" administration of John Adams when 
it attempted to collect the "window tax" | 
in the Eastern part of Pennsylvania, and 
which spread "through Bucks and North- 
ampton counties, with its centre at Quak- 
ectown. It was finally necessary to call 
out the militia to assist the United State.) 
officers. 
When Fries was'captured he was 


brought to Philadelphia, tried for high 
treason and sentenced to be hanged. On en 
appeal, a new trial was granted to him; 
again He was found guilty and sentenced to 
the scaffold; but President Adams finally 
relented, and, against the advice of all the 
members of his Cabinet, granted him a 
pardon. But Adams was wise in his clem- 
ency, for Fries spent the rest of his days 
here, and lived to be a well-to-do and re- 
spected citizen until his "Hdt Water Re- 
btllion" had become an almost forgotten 
episode, as it now is in American history. 


Death of Dr. C. R. King. 


Dr. Charles Ray King, of Bensnlem, 


died on April 5th, after a brief illness, at 
the advanced age of over 88 years. 
Fune- 


ral services were held on \pril 8th at All 
Saints' Church, Torresdale. 
Dr. King 


was a most estimable man, one of Bucks 
county's most honored and valuable citi- 
zens, and a power in his community in be- 
half of good interests. 
He was eminent 


in his profession, being a Fellow of the 
College of Physicians, Philadelphia. 
He 


was devoted to educational and philan- 
thropic interests, and gave a conspicuous 
and mist helpful and extended service in 
the Bensalem School Board. He was al- 
lied to the local religious and charitable 
associations and rendered consistent and 
devoted support in both relations, always 
in most encouraging ways to fellow work- 
ers. Dr. King was greatly interested in 
history and was a member of the New 
York, Pennslvania and Bucks County His- 
torical Societies. His "Life and Corres- 
pondence of RutUB King," his grandfather, 
published 1894, is an extensive and very 
valuable work.
